When the appropriation bill 
went to the Appropriations commit­ 
tee the item first was stricken out 
and later returned with an amend­ 
ment specifying it was to be used for 
law enforcement under the direction 
of the governor in cooperation with 
the district attorneys of the state. 
In this form it was reported to the 
House. 
The bill was a special order of 
business Tuesday and when it was 
caller!
